Can we make bona fide settlers by allowinc 
them to occupy the residue of lands in cet- 
tiiin districts which have been- culled over 
and the best lands picked out 1 Even 
though small patches of good land may be 
found in tho above distriots— and .such there 
are — can it be believed that settlement will, 
be promoted — that bom fide settlers will ac- 
quire land,, by being restricted to certain 
localities, when there are numerous districts 
of better land that arc entirely shut out fro n 
settlement at the reduced price :. and shut 
out by law ? If such be an expansive land 
system, a j^ood land system, where shall we 
look for a poor one? Ueally wo are aston- 
ished. at Gov. Douglas. Short-aighied as his 
administration has been, we e.xpocted some- 
tiling bettor. Did his Councilor."; conciir? 
Dill Air. Gary brini; his legal tal'snts and a 
jeat's apprenticeship tO' statesmanship be- 
fore Guv. Douglas, to fizzle out in such a 
lamentable failure? Why, such statesmen 
as oii'rs'vrbo preside' over the Crown Sands 
department would retard the settlement of 
any country. Why the souls of such states- 
men would have ns much play in the shell 
of a cabbiige seed as a rat in the Great 
Eastern. 

■We had expected a proclaimiliori- to carry 
out the objects sot forth in the preamble. 
We find, however, only a proclamation to 
allow bona fide .'Peltiers to pick the bones of 
cetliitn distiicts. Tliey may occupy land 
where it will rei^iiiro stills on their sheep to 
pick the grass ainoiiy llio rocks ; or where 
twenty or thirty acres out ol a hundred may 
merit the title " fiood land." It is to sr.ch 
land districts that the proclamation confines 
th'-rn : and e.xclndna them from Nanaimj, 
(Jranberry and .Muii tain districts ;. from ijo- 
menos, Comiaken, Cowiuhan, Q.uamiohan, 
and' Shawn igan ; and from the balance of 
thn Island. In these districts fine prairie 
land exists. The proclamation offers 150 
acres to a single man 200' acres toia mar- 
ried man ; and. 10 aores to each child* under 
eighteen years of age. But why are they 
prbhibitetl from entering the latter districts 7: 
Are we to- expect settlors whum we are so 
anxious to seitle up the conntiy to take 
Icaviiijis and nut the bersi land in the coun- 
try? We H.vpect our p oneer settlers to 
have the Oist choice. Wo vvould offer our 
best lands to them as a bonus lo become 
poi'tnanent settlers. It i* in this way that 
oihor new countries have been rapidly set- 
tlfiil up. But what single man or married 



favors.; Let the . settlers go where they 
please - to roai; their hutnes. Give them 
the choice of Cutrichan, Johnson's Strait, 
Fort Rupert, Npotka, or any part of the 
island. Place no obstacle in the way,* and 
certainly no such obstacle as restricting 
tliein to certain districts.
